REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The application is 
allowable for the reasons set forth on pages 14-15 of the Applicant's response filed on November 
18, 2004 and the reasons for allowance stated in the non-final office action which was mailed on 
June 18, 2004, which is hereby incorporated by reference. 

5. As noted therein, the claimed invention requires inter alia a second storage means for 
storing check permission data, indicating whether a check of the delivery status data of 
information is permitted or prohibited, for every mobile communication terminal and sending 
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means designated to retransmit said information to the receiver mobile communication terminal, 
on the basis of a retransmission command sent from said sender mobile communication terminal, 
after said sending means sends said delivery status data to the sender communication terminal 
whereas the closest prior art, Aas in view of Nageli provides first storage means for storing 
delivery status indicating whether information ahs been delivered and check permission means 
indicating whether a check of delivery is permitted by having a user press a key, but it does not 
provide where a second storage means for storing check permission data indicating whether a 
check of the delivery status data of information is permitted or prohibited for every mobile 
communication terminal in combination with the rest of the limitations in each claim.
